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In 2007, rail accounted for 22 percent of the trade with Canada by rail or truck ($91.5
billion out of $416.2 billion). With respect to trade with Mexico, rail accounted for 17
percent by rail or truck ($46.4 billion out of $276.5 billion).

On the Mexican border, Laredo, TX, continues to be the dominant port, accounting for 59
percent of all rail traffic, by value.

U.S. Trade With Mexico by Top Rail Ports:
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On the Canadian border, Port Huron, M, continues to lead other ports, with over $29
billion in trade by rail, while Detroit is second with over $22 billion. Buffalo/Niagara
Falls has declined from a peak in 1999 of over $15 million to under $10 billion in 2007.
